It costs $1.60 per hundred to ship 


mining machinery from Chicago to 
Hazen—a distance of 1998 miles, am; 
$1.58 
from 
Hazen 
to Goldfield—a 


distance of 228 miles, nearly ten times 
as much. Similarly 
high rates apply 


to all other commodities. 
The quan- 


tity of freight moved over the roads 
in Nevada is as great a3 elsewhere, 
in fact at the present time both pas- 
senger and freight facilities arc taxed 
to the utmost, Nevada being no long- 
er merely a bridge overland. While the 
operating expenses may be greater, 
which remains to be proved, the traf- 
fic rates are entirely out of proportion. 


What justice the charges are based 


upon is inconceivable, the only ex- 
planation being that Nevada Is help- 
ess. 


There were other 
numerous 
in- 


stances where the railroad attempted 
to charge all the traffic will bear, but 
:he people directly concerned fought 
for their rights and won. 


We are struggling and straining to 


our utmost to foster our 
individual 


undertakings, which in the aggregate 
will build up the state. We have been 
list in granting the railroad many 
raluable franchises, enabling it to earn

The state of Nevada has the right 


o regulate railroad traffic and rates 
vithin its boundaries, the remedy Is 
vithin our own hands through our 
eglslative bodies. 
Shall we permit 


ailroad inlluence to rob us of it? 


The legislators are created by the j 


people, and are at the service of the | 
people, they WILL do our bidding if 
iistruoted. There can be no retuiiatloii 
in the part of the railroad, especially 
is we are only asking for our rights 
n equity; within our own borders we 
xercise the power, without the state 
onflnes the interstate commerce com- 
nlssion dispenses justice. 


At the present session of the legisla- 
ure a test of strength between people 
f a sovereign state and a railroad will 
ake place, the legislators acting as 
eferee—bear that in mind and never 
orget that it is up to them to render 
a great service to Nevada, and to you 
personally by reducing the cost of j 
necessities, if you are not a shipper, 
and if you are a shipper, by helping 
you to save money Instead of giving it 
up to the railroad for stock-kiting pur- 
poses. 


Every newspaper in the state has a
